The hardened end of a steel bit or 
chisel broke off in a bore hole at a 
depth of i )9 0 feet in a place in Ger­ 
many , and this obstruction prevented 
further boring of the hole because all 
the diamonds wore away ,

lowing plan was hjt upon to remove 
it. A soft steel bar, five feet in length 
and 2.7 inches in diameter, was cov­ 
ered by a single winding of India rub­ 
ber tape, and magnetized by the cur­ 
rent of a small dy namo driven by a 
portable engine employ ed
